Iieen moved by uns<>cn a?ency. nnd ideas communicated 
from auknewii eoiircpi'. And thew thiii(.v have occurred, 
and ftiU occur, in innumerable ini'tano-K. and before wit- 
nes.-«f - of un<1'>iibled vt racity. Th( »<- are fact.*, as well 
<*t»b;i''li'*il a!- any fart* can be by human testimony, and 
the iK-nitiny ot them in couHtantiy within tlie reach of nil. 

Let them b>- rxauiiueU and dealt with by reasonlDC men, 
as mattens of fact. We do not discuss the TaliM of the diii- 
dosures made by spiritualiMu; Uiey do Bot Mem to us of 
any siiecial import. The assumption that tlieae thiiip> are 
the work of disembodied human spirits — as tbey proclaim 
Ihenaelves — aflbrdsa dL^Hnct liucsli'm by itsi^if, which we 
do not now diacuss. Rut here is a claiis of new phenomena 
— new to this age, at lea.«t — 'lot referable to any iiniverKally 
adtuitteil laws, apparently in contravention of some eclab- 
lished phyMcal lawi- — what shall l>e done with tbem? It i? 
easy t.o cry de&'ption and fraud; college profejieorc can do 
that with as little effort as the veriest boor in the streets, 
and with a* Utile creiiit to themselves. But theM> facti 
deserve better treatment from reflecting men. They open 
a new field of investigation. There are laureh! to be gain- 
ed by the philosopher who will erolwe tiie law and reveal 
the science of these phenomena. If tbey are "spiritual," 
in the sense of the aeet reeeiviaf tlMas as srb, let it be 
denionstrated; if natand aBiiipliBMMBliviMlief Mict- 
Iv human faculties, iefaiiriSigliiBitlfciiibr which 
they aJ"e produced. 

It i.< certainly desiniMe that the phenomena in 
question should l>e thorouj;hly scrutinized and re- 
ported on by men of unquestioned character and ta. 
lent if there is really any consideraljle nnmlierof 
men and women of common sen.-e, w Iki l)elieve, that 
the phenomena, so calle<l, are any tliiiiLC more or less 
than delusion, a cheat, a huriiliuij. For own 
I>artnH have ever regarded them with utter con- 
tempt. We have gfM>d naturedly «uftVit 'i c ursvlves 
to be pressed into "spiritual cirLle.>'' in almo^t e\e- 
ry larf^ ciiy of the Union, to say nothiii^ of sever- 
al small ones, and have been ■witnesses of the efforts 
of all sort-s of rapping mediums, ■writing mediums, 
talking mediums, and table-tipping mediums: we 
hare seen the spirits of the pretended spirits manifest 
themselves in blue lighu, heard them playing ufton 
guitars and violin*, and felt their touch upon vari- 
ous part* of our person; yet upon no such occasion 
have we ever seen or heard or felt any thin^' tiiat 
we did not then and do not now consider the re.-ult of 
groes and deliberate iinixj«ition ar.'i fraud. ludeed 
our settled convictions upon that jRiint have never 
been evea aaooMatarily shaken. 

The wooder and astonishment of thousan<i- have 
bean exdtoAMt Much by what they have seen or 
heard or fdt Oemvelves at what has been told them 
by othen. There seems to be a strange and almost 
irresistible propensity on tbe'part of many men, even 
of high respectability, to color and exaggerate when 
they are relating their own personal observations as 
t} fortune telling, q >i rit «a l developncBts, or any 
other mysterious manitetationa. Four or five years 
ago, a citizen of Jefferson, whose character for vera- 
city is as high as that of any ettUen in the county, 
informed us that he had repeatedly seen tables move 
all al>out the room with no mortal hand within a 
foot of them. We often tboagbt of his extram-dina* 
ry statement and mentioned it more than once to 
aome of our frienils. Ch.aicing to be ag.iin iu his 
foinpany a few months afterwards, we put a ques- 
^teon to him upon the sabj- ct, and then he told us 
that be bad never seen tables move without being 
t< :i lied at all but bad seen tiiem move repeatedly 
VI hen barely touched »ith the tips of the fingers. 

Vt^ repeat however that it is quite dartrabh there 
shoC"! ^ Boston or New York or some ddwrW 
fected city a regular scientiiic inve.stigatiofi by mea 
of good standing of the real or pretended phenome- 
na of spiritualism, if such an investigation would

^9'Agood man\ of the Viru-iiii.-. pajjors, strange to 
say, are stfll much agitated upon '.he subject of tlie 
proposal of Eli Tliayer and others in Massachusetts 
to purchase and cultivate lands in the Old Domin- 
ion. Most of those papers strongly recommend that 
£ii &. Co. be met with guu and bayonet. 

All this is extremely ridiculous. If Virginians 
consent to sell their land to Yankees, of course 
Yankees have a right to buy and settle on them. 
Tlie Constitution of the United States guarantees 
thi- ri^'iit. and any forcible opposition to it is as 
much uullificatioD or rebellion as a forcible opposi- 
tion in Ma.s8achusetts to the eTecntinn ct the Fagi- 
tive Slave Law. 

If any Freesoilcrs from Massachusetts or else- 
where go into Viri;inia and violate any law thereof, 
let them l>e convicted and punished. We will not 
say but that, if they were notoriously to attempt to 
incite or encourage a servile insurrection, it would 
Ivc perfectly right for the Virginians to expel or 
otherwise punish them without awaiting the action 
of courts, but certainly the violent and headlong 
policy recommended by the Vir^^inia Fire-eaters 
would be mischievous and atrocious. If slave States 
were to set the mad example of not iiermitting men 
from free States to purchase land and .settle within 
their limits, how long would it probably be before 
some or all of the free States would retaliate by not 
allowing men torn dun States to settle irtlhh ftsfr 
limiti-.'

His experiments before the Imperial 
Court ■v^er^• peil'oraied in | riva'.c, and the persons 
present pledged to secrecy. He himself declines to 
give any ]>articulars of what occurred. 

Mr. Hume is a Scotchman and came to this coun- 
try V. hile a very young boy. lie is twenty-two 
Ncars of au^f l/ut looks nearly tliiriy. He i^ of mid- 
liic sandy haired, with :'. briirht, shrewd, ener- 
getic l.ice, pkasaiil i x)ire>s;on, .md vt-rv nervous, 
re-tless temperament. He is cmmunicalive (ex- 
cept about the doings at the Tuilleries) and talks 
incessantly. His manners are good, though obvi- 
ously not those of an educated man.

— F(ir .i few 
years, in those portion-^ of tlic St.ite, wliere the en- 
emies of the wheat crop hiv._- rendered the prwiuc- 
tion of that cereal a la!)or of ri.sk .Mid oftentimes a 
loos to t he cultivat^ir, much attention has been given 
to the growth of various grains, roots, and plants as 
aabetitut«.« therefor. .Vmong those which nave a»- 
ananed a prominent position, a.s n-^ard-; freedom 
ftam pernicious and acstrurtivj i:i>ect.-^. prolitiilde 
fatams for time and labor expended, facility for 
■udtatfag, yield af provnndcr ar limn ataek, etc., 
win be fbond the hean. 

In the culture of the liean the jt'«7 -liould he one of 
a licht loamy texture, of at lea.^t iiii-iliin:i f;'rtility, 
and needs line tilth as well as deanliiie-sat t)ie hands 
of the culti vator. What is known as a <)uick, dry 
soil seenn to be the desideratum souirlit fcrby most 
of those engaged in itt> production. Upon clay or 
retentive lands the crop is liable to be severely af- 
fected by drouths or heaTy rains — • suiierabuud.aice 
of awjisture injurinfT tl)e jH si; iic.iivst tlir^round by 
rat. In addiii to the I'enelit^ il.'rivci'. \,y tlie crop 
fitora a judicious selection of soil, the cultivator will 
ind that land easily kept friable and free from 
weeds win Iii;hten Unor materially. If manure is 
used it should l.e v i 11 worked in, and it were bettor 
if applied s lUiL- tiiii" pr' \ io'j.^ly to plaiitin},'. as de- 
caying; matter tends r.itlier to the development of 
stfiiw tlian the formation of seeds. 

The preparations for planting as well as the after- 
culture of th- I erin shoiild l>e most tlioroiii,-h. T!ie 
prouii'i ii'-'-'U t'l I.e well pulveriz' d. .iml it" re*.-!i;ive 
of moisturi' ouj;ht to l.»e rid^"iil. llil] and drill 
planting an- !>otti followed — with about equal suc- 
cess as to pr.)ducf — Itnt we are iuclined to think that 
the former mode involves the greatest amount of la- 
bor. All danger from frost ahaay ha ever bcAia 
planfin;;, as the Iiean is not hardy. 

The common j.rietiee, in pliintln;j. it rows three 
feet ajiart and in hills al.oiit one foot distant. Should 
the rows be brought nearer together, it would be 
wdltegiva BMia spaee between the hills. The 
Aatanoe given, how e ver, is as close as can be worked 
to advantaifp where the cultivator is used — where 
the hoe is de]K*nded upon. "J" or inches will cover 
the ground letter. The last day of May or first of 
June will be found a propitious time for depositing; 
the seed. When planted in the hill 4 to 6 beans is 
aufficient. In drill planting from 3 to 5 pecks are 
ased. Many farmers plant the bean in rows or hUls, 
alternate with com, and seem to think that advan- 
tages are derivable from such procedure. 

As, in the culture of any new branch of the farm 
eooDomv, a diversity of opinion is apt to exist, and 
detailed expe ria w aU are worth mors tkn all that 
can he aaid the<M«tically, we are indnoed to note 
the eonelusions of a fe w of tliose who have given 
tanbject attention. A Chautauque county friend 
**I do my work the last wsek in May. 
•d harrow the ground smooth, mark out m 
»» farrows, about two and a hialf feet apart, 
mean pkrw; then drop the Iteans, two or three 
C, in the furrow. I can plant, with the 
'a couple of hands, four acres per day 
— hen the young plants are three 
high, u.>e the cultivator and weed 
I well. When about eight w ten inches 
high, nse the remmon plow, toning the aoH against 
the vines. I sometimes sprinkle my beans with 
plaster when I hoe them. Average yield twenty to 
twenty-five liu>tHd> j>er acre. Save the vines to 
feed the cattle. Have wintered cattle and kept them 
ingood order with little else than bean staaw, tile 
eattle consuming the product at the rate of abont 
MM and one-third acres per head." 

In Orleans county, where much space is given to 
ita culture, the planting is usually done with ma- 
duneiT manufactured for the purfsise. A man and 
boy will plant twelve acres a day. One Imsbel is 
the qaanttty used for seed. Variety — the "medium 
white." Average yield, 18 to SO bndiab per acre. 

The time ti harvesting has arrived when the pods 
turn yellow, and the l>eans .should be pulled and 
stacked. If the weather is fine it will prove of 
benefit to place them in rows for a few days, that 
partial eanng may ensne. Oaia lUst be exerdaed 
tiiat sharp fnwts do not eatdidiem still in the ground. 
To stack them, drive a stake in the ground, cover 
the t art h with s<pnietLir-^ that will keep the l)eans 
from it, and lay the hcaus about the .stake, the roots 
toward the centre, and cap with some material that 
will keep off th-^ wet. 

Another mode, and a very convenient one, is to 
eat crotched staos, about tw'o feet below the crotch, 
and foar and one-half feet al>ove, sharpening the 




•end, which should 1 e driven securely through 
tta soil. The crotches should not be abrupt, but ta- 

£ gradually and be strong. Upon these stack the 
na fat layers, head and net aUematiag, then 
I across from the tops of the stack. These can 
be protected from rain by any slight covering, and 
as the stack is elevated and the >traw drooping, it 
will soon shed moisture should it become wet.

this subject some three months since; but on looking 
I find that I have lent ormiAlai<'t ttiat paper, so I can- 
not give you its date — which 1 regret— but feel that, 
as the tii'ne fur transplanting fruit trees has come, 1 
must take the troiude to write oat my experience 
herein agun. 

First, within the last dozen \-ean I have trans- 
plaated from my very small n ursery into my grounds 
near by eight or ten of the be^^t pear tree> tliat 1 
have evergrowp. liaviui: the iMtion. wJiich was coi;- 
tirme<l liv <-(ni.-idtiiiL'' liali a lii zen or metro- ibfiereii: 
horticultural ;;ULh"!rs. v. liich i frequently coa.-ult.fd 
on tiiis suliject (iliai tli:- more of the root of the 
tree that we take out of the ground and rt;-8et into 
it, the hetierfor its growthj. 

Therefore, when I transplanted a very choice 
tree, that I wa- v ry desirous to get a good growth 
on the tirst year. 1 was very careful, at any cost of 
time and patience, to take out of the ground its en- 
tire met, and re^et it all witt great care, drawing 
out into a horiznntal position event- root and fibre, 
packing the earth imder and around them verv 
carefufiv and closeh : Imt I have uniforml V had ail 
these trees die a^ -uddenly a.s tliey v. ouM if 1 had 
sawed tliem ott at >ove ^-round. and stuck them into 
it, as we do a dry stitk. If from some circum- 
stance — such as the runnnii; of the roots of some of 
tliese trees into or among tlie rtK)ts of others — I was 
obliged to cut some of them otf, tiiey would then 
parti illy live and coaurenoe a li^ic growth on the 
thir<i year, the giastsr paitflf thw old head having 
died off. 

Two yean aga laat fall, I had two large pear 
trees to*remove, of two or more inches in diameter 
at the liutt — one of them standing alone in a loose 
soil, the other pariially under a stone wall; I took 
ih; one out of the loose foil, without leaving, as I 
supposed, two ounces of its root in the ground, and 
more root I never saw to a tree of its size. I re- 
set this tree with the greatest care, confining it to 
stakes, \c.: this tree on the next spring put out 
oidv the small mouse-ear lea^, and shrivelled and 
died. 

The tree standing ur.<ier the wall, which was the 
larger of the two, 1 reset, with less than half of the 
length of its orightsl root on it; it put forth a full 
leaf the first season, and the last season it grew 
some, looking veri- green and thrifty. 

The foregoing results, with others not mentioned 
here, have put me to liuding, if possilile, the reason 
why it is uecessaiy to cut from the tree we tran.--- 
plaiit the greater part of its original root, and e;.|ie- 
cialiy all its small fibrous roots attached to the larger 
roots. On taking a tree out of the ground, we of 
necessity leave every month that ab.sorbed the pro- 
per nourishment to sujii-ort the tree in the ground, 
tiiey being so very tine and weak, they are of iie- 
ces.-ity bn>ken oiY; and if they were not, in re«etting 
the tree the earth could not 'be so fitted to them or 
they to the earth, that they could again absorb the 
reipiirc^ iiourishmt-nt to give life and growth: con- 
stqucntly new ni' uih.-* or e.xtn .ii-'ly small, tine 
lil)roiis roots must lirst !«; grown after transplanting 
and j>enetrate the closely-compacted soil in search of 
food and water before the tree can be made to grow. 

These new n>ots or fine fibres, having mouths to 
absorb n(mri>h!ni nt. l:rcak or irrow out readily with 
ease, where the knife has cut away, close to the 
larger roots, all ot' tlie lin^r ones; and also where 
the larger roots are cut off witli o. sharp knife to 
shorten them in; at the end^ ot the liurge roots 
bndcen or cot off as they ought to be, and wherever 
we cut off the lesser roots CMaie to the main roots, as 
they all ought to be, that the earth may he prefried 
around these very closely, da the new loota only 
readily grow out. 

That many experienced scientific persons know 
sll, and more than I have here said on this subject, 
I doul)tnot. but have they given to the public what I 
they do kn iw on this sulijeci? It' ^o. I ;;ni ignor.int 1 
of it. I was relating to a friend of mine .•-om^ time | 
since my present practice of cutting off all the 
small fibrous roots clo-e to their larger roots and of | 
shortening in all of the larger roots ^which I did one 
year ago last autumn, on transplantmg al)out fifteen 
rather large azed pear trees, which all lived and 
came well the first season), when he handed me a 
small l>ook on gardening, by "William (."ol)l»ett, (aju- I 
cord, N. II., 1642,"' where, on page 201, he gives the I 
following: j 

"The tree taken up, prune the roots with a sharp i 
knife, so as to leave none more than attout a foot 
long; and if any have been torn otf nearer to tlie 
stem prune the part so that no bruises or ragged | 
pacts remain. Cut off all the fibres close to the roots, 
for they never live, and they mould and do great 
injury.

Remarks. — All who have had much experience in 
transplanting will rememl>er instances in which they 
have l>een surprised at the death of trees with which 
they have taken extra pains to secure a very large 
portion of the roots. No doubt experience will de- 
monstrate the exact proportion of roots required to 
secure the greatest certainty of success; at least we 
are well satisfied that too much stress is laid upon 
securing ull the roots. A little reflection will con- 
vince any fnie that the delicate spongioles or mouths 
of the roots cannot lie rudely bandied with impuni- j 
ty, and that af'ter they arc vitdently torn from their : 
position in tlie soil they are totally incapable of per- ■ 
forming their functions, and conseciuently it is bet- | 
ter to remove tham and produce a smc^oth cut surface I 
on a stout healmv' root for the purfxjse of encourag- 
ing the formation of a new system of mouths, than 
to attempt to secure titose already formed at the ex- 
tremities of the small filiroas roots which are so fine 
and delicate as to render it impossible to remove 
them, and again imbed them in the soil without 
great injury and lo-s. The aim should be to 
secure enough branchy roots to give the tree a 
secure foothold in the soil, and enough cut ends and 
these stout enough to resnpfily the Sfwugioles with 
as little of time as jwssilde. In other words, in 
transplanting trees, the safest plan is to secure 
enough, but iiot too many, ri.K>ts, and from these to 
cut off most of the fibres as not only useless but in- 
jaiioaa. 



The Six Best UAnny EvBuoRkF.N Trees to 
HI'; Pl\st;;d .vs Sin<;i,i; TttKKs. — The NorA-ay 
Sprue- {Mtfx frcelfii) uTows rapidly — x.n . t»iifeet 
yearly — is perfectly liaidy, and grows in Eurojie to 
the hei:;ht of one hundrtd and thirty foet, and, if 
unpruned, about thirty feet in diameter. After a 
tree is old, the liranclie'* Imvo a p/culiar, gnictful, 
drooping habit. It mav lie pruned by clipping tbe 
ends of the shoots yearly, thus causiTig it to become 
more dense and not'extend as mach: but at the .-^ame 
time it creates more of an evergreen jiillar, and de- 
tracts very much from its natural beaut v. 

The Balsam Fir, or the Balm of Gilead Fir {AhUs 
haUameat), a native of the shore.'^ of our northern 
lakes, the State of Maine, &c., is al<o jientctly hardy 
every" h 're. \\'hiiO .\oung, it grows as rapidly as 
the Norway; when it is twelve or lifteen j-ears old it 
does not grow as rapidly. It is naturally compact 
and of an upright pj-ramidal form. It makes a tree 
some forty feet high and about twenty feet broad. 

riie \ merlcan Sproce (^Abu$ albti) does not grow 
.-^o rapidly as either of the preceding, but forms a 
■v ery ceiip '.ct and perfectly rounde<l spire-top tree. 
Its upright hiibit and lien-eness make it uioi'.' .suited 
than the Norway to places of onlr a half dozen rods 
in extent. In twenty years it will form a tree thirty 
feet high and fifteen diameter. It grows most rap- 
idly on clay loam. t)ut endure.^ wet situations l)etter 
than very dry ones. 

The Austruin I'ine Aiuttriac<i) is a rapidly 

growing pine, with very long leaves, tlmt give to 
the tree a character more decse than any other well 
tested variety. \t» color is a rich, dark-blue green, 
« hich it retains all winter. 

The Comican Pine (^Pinus hrico Corsica) is also a 
rapiil grower, with leaves somewhat lunger than the 
common Scotch Pine, of a Ii{;ht. soniewh.it yellow- 
ish green, contrasting finely with the preceding. It 
keeps its cdor wdl, even' during the early sprmg 
months, when nearly all evergreens are somewhat 
dull. 

The Ilemlo<.k Spruce {Ahies CanaileiisU), a native 
of mo.st portions of the Northern States — the most 
graceful and lieautiful of all the evergreens — it, 
like the prophet, has to go abroad to be appreciated. 
It is of rapid gntwth, of a rich green, with grace- 
ful drooping habit, suited more than any otber to 
associate with deciduous, weeping trees, or connect- 
ed with the margin of (londsor rivulets. It forms 
beautiful hed:;es, also, :is it bears dipping without 
being apparently injured. 

There are many varieties of evergreens, extrane- 
ly l>eautiful, and that have been introduced to fiivor- 
alile nr-tice during the past ten or fifteen years. 
.Some of tlieni. dou!itl"S<, will pro\ e perfecily hardy, 
and adapted to all .sections of our beautiful country; 
others, although enduring one or two seasons a|»- 
parently uninjured, ha\ e, the third of fourth season, 
died. The Cedars of Lef^anon, reirarded as perfect- 
ly hardy ^ere all killed in the winter of .')-■.".•;, 
and the Deodar (Jed. ir is. at the North, not much 
more of an evergreen than the L in h. Among the 
comparatively nen everirreens, that promi.-e to be 
perfectly hardv, and at tiie .same time lieautiful, we 
will name the Abies Oephalonfi'fi, Abies pmsitpc, Ptn'i.'' 
inxiffHft, Pfmu excelfa, Wellingtmta fftifitUeti, and 
BUitit lil'formijt jt^-niiuli. 

( )ur .Southern friends will find little ditVii uIty in 
growing anv of the varieties — the (.■ryjtlomt rifts, 
Cigfre$$u$, taamhtmu, Ac—all beautiful,' and if the 
ground is well matched can be securelv grown.

Cdltivati.so YotTNG Trees. — Fritnd flarrit: The 

most p«Tfeet tree can bt; raised from planting the 
seed on level land, with soil of eqnul fertiliry all 
around it, bei-ause trees, like mo.st other things, lean 
to tbe source from whence they derive their nour- 
ishment. In e.\ posed situations, trees lean from the 
prevailing winds of the country, and should have 
more nourishment iipplied to the roots ne.xt to the 
prevailing wind<. to counteract their iiitbicnce. 

T!ie reason \vhy a tr(;e IxTids to a pile of manure 
on one >ide of it is, that it makes wood fa.-ter on that 
side, and tlie heart of the tree is soon nearer one 
side than the other. It is a notorfaws fact, that all 
timl)er springs yVom the heart, as all hewers know, 
and when one side gets thicker aiid stn niier thwi 
the other, it l)en<Is tlie tree toward the tiiick .-ide. 
Trees attain size faster v>ithout (rimming than with. 
And 1 have never lieeii aide to di-cover any advan- 
tage in pruning fruit trees, except sometimes when 
forks occur low down, and if allowed to grow would 
split apart and ruin the tree. 

Persons wishing to set out orchards had better set 
out trees at ( iie year old than w.iit for them to get 
slim in the nursery; they are checked less liv re- 
moval, and will become profitable sooner. Tt h<is 
lieen thought that fruit tieea ought to be six or eight 
feet high without a limb, but experience has satisfi- 
ed me that it is better to let young trees branch as 
low as they will. A iK-r.sou can gather twice as 
much fruit standing on tbe ground, as he can creep- 
ing at>out on a ladder twenty feet long. A short 
body is able to su.stain more fruit than a long one of 
the same size. Besides, low Iiml)S prevent the for- 
mation of a sod under tlie tree. .\11 younL,' trees 
should be manured and culm ated as carefully as 
vegetables.

Care or Chickens. — In rearing fowls for the 
market, the early treatment of chickens is of the 
highest importance; they should lie warmly shelter- 
ed and housed, and moreover fed very liberally at 
short intervals. If a chick receives a check in its 
growth at an early age, it never afterwards attains 
a large size, as tM boney fmne becomes set, and a 
stunted growth is the inevitable result. 

With g(K>d and abundant feeding and the advan- 
ta^re of a free run, in favorable weather, Dorkings 
will become fit for the purpo^e of fattening at the 
age of iJiree to fbur months in summer, and four 
to five or six months in winter. In order to be in 
the highest perfection, fowls must Ik; killed before 
they have arriveii at their full develoi>meiit; the 
male birds must Ije taken v\hen the sickle featliers of 
the tail l)egin to show, or as the country women say, 
"when their tails begin to turn;" and the females, 
while still pullets, i e.: before they have laid. — Ax.

When put 
upon pasture, have three or naore nelds and change 
them often, so that their pasture may be sweet. " 1 i 
have known a neighbor lose three hundre<l sheep | 
out of six bimdred in one summer. He divided j 
them into three part-, and put them into three j 
large fields, with no shade except what the fence 
on the south side of each field made. The sheep 
lay along the fence, and, when the nose fly came, 
the sheep were to lie seen running with their uoses 
to the ground, fighting the fly, and eating only just 
enough to keep life in iliem. Tlie sheep did not go 
more than eight or ten rods from the fence, and this 
was eaten clo«e to the ground, wlien there was plen- 
ty of pasture on the north side of the field; as a con- 
sequence, the sheefi poisoned themselves in their 
own tilth, "he tiy 1 iid it- et;gs in tfie nostrils of 
the sheep, and they ^oon ditd in great numbers of 
"worm in the head " 

Now, you would ask, bow should be save his 
sheep? He should have put them all into one field, 
and forced them to go further from Ihe fsnoe; and, 
atx>ut two or three days after the first shower he 
should have chan^-ed tliem to another field. When- 
ever you see jour sherp run with their noses down 
to the ground, drive them to your furthest pasture; 
the fly will suy abent where the sheep liave lain. 
Keep changing thsai fram iald t» field, and yon will 
aMUMN2iM«ilk*H»aniB the hand."
